The cancellation of claims 43, 44, 47-54 and 57-60 render the rejections of these 
claims under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, moot. 

2. The amendment to claim 42 effectively overcomes the rejection of the claim 
under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph.
